Irish In Russia 
Heard Peace News 


Descendarts of the Irish Brigade 
Were Deeply Affected - 

Captain Francis McCullough, a 
former British officer, writes to the 
Manchester Guardian from Ukmerge, 
Lithuania, date December 9: 

I sat until late last night before a 
logwood fire in an Irish castle, sur- 
rounded for scores of miles in every 
direction by Lthuanians forests, deep 
in snow. The wail of the icy wind 
through the trees sounded like the 
keen of a banshee, and sometimes I 
could catch the distant howling of a 
yat. No more sultable setting 
could have been found for the tales I 
listened to and told—tales of Napo- 
ison’s retreat. from Moscow, of the 
devastating Williamite wars tn Ire- 
iand, and of that awful period of 
persecution which followed the Wil- 
lamite wars.

Entire Hennepein County, in which 
this city is located, wlll be served 
through the medium of stations estab- 
lished {n every community and house 
to. house delivery on the farms, the 
librarian sald. Already there are 
more than 100 stations in the rural 
districts of the county which draw 
thelr reading matter from the local 
library, and it is planned to double 
this number. 

An interesting feature of the pro- 
posed system will be the delivery by 
automobile truck of books to the 
farmhouse itself. Trips will be made 
every two weeks with the driver act- 
ing as clerk also. He will charge the 
library cards with books taken and 
credit them when they are returned, 
the same as is done at the central 
branch, _ 

This extra service to the outlying 
precincts in the county is made pos- 


| sible by a legislative act under which 


the county commissioners’ levied a 
one mill tax for the county library 
system. With this fund, a contract 
made- with the Minneapolis 
Library to supply the material. 


Alberta Agricultural College 
Suggest a Distinct College Apart from 
General Educational System

‘The Dairy Herd 


Value of Cow Testing Demonstrated 
By Dairymen 

Breeding, feeding and culling are 
the three cardinal points in keeping 
dairy herds with profit. In an ad- 
dress before the Nova Scotia Dairy- 
men’s Association, Mr. A. H. White, 
Senior Dairy Promoter for the Domin- 
ion, dealt largely with these “three 
points, showing emphatically how 
much each meant to the successful 
dairyman. The object of the dairy 
farmer should be to obtain the great- 
est quantity of marketable products 
with the least expense. This could 
be accomplished only by careful ob- 
Servance of the maxims tald down. A 
poor cow costs as much to feed as a 
good cow and In the long run a great 
deal more.. To breed well, a pure 
bred sire is essential; to feed well ta 
to see not only that the food is nutrt 
uous and well balanced, but that {t ta 
Sufficient to enable the cow to pro- 
duce as much milk as she {s capable 
of giving; to weed or cull well, in 
volves the keeping of records of pro 
duction—to eliminate the low pro 
ducers and to retain only those ant 
mais that are worth whilo. 

The speaker referred to the help 
the cow-testing associations had been 
in this connection. He gave exam. 
ples of what had been accomplished, 
but regretted that many farmers and 
breeders had not continued as they 
should have done to keep records and 
therefore had failed to make returna 
He knew of a herd of four cows, one 
of which produced 410 Ib. of fat and 
another 137.9 Ib. in the same period. 
In the case of two three-year-olds tn 
the same herd, one produced 3,899 Ib 
milk and 231.1 Ib. fat in elght months, 
These instances were quoted in proof 
of the advantage in culling. By 
turning the poor producers adrift, the 
average production and average profit 
would be greatly increased. 

Mr. White gave examples of a like 
tenor as regards the use of pure-bred 
bulls, and as regards the cost of feed 
and its bearing on the quantity and 
quality of production. If one cow, 
he said, returns three dollars from a 
dollars worth of feed and another 
only two dollars it is rarely noticed, 
and yet the difference within a year 
would easily enough amount to a 
hundred dollars. The only way to 
arrive at an understanding in these 
matters was to-use the Babcock test 
and the milk scales. Another thing 
to remember was that good feeding 
must begin with the calf. Another 
point was that cows should be studied 
individually and not be fed promiscw 
ously and all alike.
